Remarks 

Claims 10 and 12-13 have been amended. Claim 11 has been cancelled. No 
new matter has been added. Claims 1-10 and 12-28 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter : 

Claims 1-9. and 15-28 were allowed. Claims 11-14 were objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but allowable If rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 10 
has been amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 1 1 , and claims 12 - 
13 have been amended to depend from claim 10.
